Judge Frank A. Leonard ruled 
on the matter yesterday to mark 
the first action of its kind in the 
county. The action was brought 
by the county agricultural depart- 
ment on the grounds that the 
abandoned and neglected groves 
were a harboring place for cit- 
rus pests. 

Charles J. Hayward, former Up- 
lander, who is now acting agri- 
cultural commissioner, contended 
that the red scale from the ne- 
glected trees had spread into ad- 
jacent citrus groves and that the 
abandoned trees should be de- 
stroyed “as an agricultural ne- 
cessity”.
